I have  the  honour  to  present  ay  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  Deceraber  1954* 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  under  review  are  again 
favourable,  52  births  as  agc-inst  57  in  1953  and  the  birth  rgt>e  at 
21,05  higher  than  the  Watioruil  figuro  at  15.20, 

Deaths  nunbered  l6  compared  with  22  deaths  in  1953  and  the 
death  rate  at  6.4b  is  lower  than  that  for  Bagland  and  Wo2es  at  11,30. 

^ There  was  one  infantile  death,  a premature  child  who  only 
lived  for  11  hours,  compares  with  1953  when  there  were  two  such  deaths, 
and  the  infantile  death  rate  at  19.23  is  lower  than  the  National  rate 
of  25.50. 

There  was  one  maternal  death,  at  Greenbonlc  Hospital,  Darl- 
ington, the  first  since  1950  and  one  death  from  cancer;  six  deaths  were  duo 
to  heart  disease  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis. 

Infectious  diseases  were  at  a low  ebb  throughout  the  year,  and 
there  vjero  no  epidemics.  A small  outbreak  of  measles  occurrodin  a Nursery 
School  at  Croft  during  July  and  a small  outbreak  of  whooping  cough  at  the 
same  school  was  notified  in  November, 

No  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1946 
was  required  during  the  year. 

Notes  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council 
under  Sections  22,  23,  24>  and  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946 
are  to  be  foxind  on  page  4 of  the  report. 

Water  Supplies.  Details  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’ 
Report  and  also  details  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  in  the  same  Report, 

It  is  noted  that  the  new  sewerage  scheme  for  Croft  was  completed 
and  in  working  order  during  1954.

monthly  sessions  of  the  Manfield  Infant  Welfare  Centre  296 

Section  27.  xhioulance  Service.  From  the  1st  Jaxiuary  to  4th  July  1954 
this  service  vras  provided  by  the  Worth  Riding  County  Council  by  ;u-rangGmcnt 
with  the  St,  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  who  had  three  vehicles  stationed  at 
Richmond  and,  with  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Women's  Voluntary  Service.  These  two  services  adequately  covered  the  Richmond 
Borough  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Richmond,  Croft,  Startforth  and  Reetli. 

From  the  5th  July  1954  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  service  for  the  same  areas 
was  provided  by  the  County  Council  from  tho  New  Ambualnce  Station  at  Richmond, 
which  became  operational  on  5th  Julj:^  with  a staff  of  one  Drivsr/Foreman,  one 
Shift  Leader  and  5 Driver/Attendants,  and  still  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Hospital  Car  Service.

The  work  of  vaccination  and  inniunio^'caon,  together  with  the 
advice  s pread  by  those  working  in  the  Public  Health  Service,  Laspectors, 
Midwives,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officers,  Doctors  and  Nurses,  must 
all  have  a benefici  al  effect  on  the  general  health  of  the  community. 

Section  29.  Domestic  Help  Service* 

This  service  is  provided  by  arra  ngement  with  the  North  Riding 
County  Council,  and  during  1954  two  cases  received  received  850  hours 
service.  In  1953  two  cases  received  I63  hours  service.

The  public  health  work  of  the  District  has  been  carried  out  as 
u sual  arid  I now  express  my  thanks  to  yoiii’  Saiiitary  Inspector,  Mr-  OoJ.llns 
and  his  assistant  for  their  kind  co-opfu-at.ion  at  all  times  and  my  clerical 
staff  for  their  constant  help  and  coiiooicntioLLS  work. 

The  remainder  of  this  Report  was  compiled  by  I'ir.  Goj,liri.«  and  my 
thanlcs  are  here  expressed  for  this  great  assisbance. 

Social  Conditions  and  Employment « 

The  area  is  primarily  sn  agricultural  one  with  scattered  sand  and 
gravel  quarries. 

There  is  a disused  War-time  R.  A,  F,  Station  with  hutted  sites 
a djacent  thereto.  The  Aerodrome  is  now  used  by  the  R,  A.  F.  in  connection 
vrith  their  Station  as  Goosepool,  Middleton-St*-George  in  the  adjacent  Rural 
District,  Part  of  the  airfield  is  still  used  by  the  Darlington  and  District 
Aero  Club, 


Some  of  the  hutted  sites  are  still  occupied  by  squatters  as  temporary 
housing  quarters,  special  reference  to  this  is  made  later  in  the  report. 

There  is  no  evidence  to  show  any  marked  change  in  the  steady  levc],  of 
employment  in  the  Rural  District,  Emploj'ment  in  the  agricultural  industry- 
continues  at  a high  level;  there  is  an  unsatisfied  demand  in  the  area  ior 
exioerienccd  agricultural  workers.

The  pai'isi-  of  Barton  is  suppliod  by  a private  undertaki-ig  aiid  hr.s 
been  fully  described  in  a previous  report.  Complaint  was  made  in  thv,  1952 
Annual  Report  regarding  the  purity  of  this  supply  and  during  the  year  0.  ctire- 
ful  chock  was  made  that  the  condition  did  not  deteriorate.  The  supply  is  not 
cntirel:/  satisfactory  and  what  seems  to  be  necessary  is  the  provision  of 
chlori:aation  to  malce  it  safe.  The  owner  is  very  reluctant  to  both  meet  the 
expense  -a  nd  i nterf ere  with  the  palatability  of  the  supply.  I hope  to 
eventually  a rrange  for  tha.  Council  to  take  it  over.  Particulars  of  analyses 
a 're  i:idicLctod  tJie  end  o f uhKa  section. 
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Apiirt  fron  the  above,  the  other  main  supplies  are,  I understand, 
s atisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity.  In  the  parishes  of  Newton 
Morrell,  Eryholmo  and  Girsby  a s well  as  outlying  ports  of  all  parishes 
there  is  no  mains  supply.  In  these  places  the  occupiers  are  served  by 
springs  and  wells.

There  are  no  installa,tions  for  the  treatment  of  water  apart  from 
filtration  and  chlorination  (Tees  Valley  Water  B oard  and  Richmond  R,D,C,)

In  my  previous  report  it  was  suggested  that  the  pathologist  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  had  expressed  the  opinion  that  when  the  B.coli 
count  is  not  excessive  and  consists  of  all  non-faecal  organisms  as  in  the 
majority  of  samples  taken  that  year  (1953)  the  water  could  be  acce  pted  as 
reasonably  satisfactory,  but  any  further  deterioration  should  be  viewed  with 
concern. 


Before  expressing  those  views  he  had  inspected  the  source  of  supply 
with  my  predecessor.  Dr.  Prietman  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  Croft  Rural 
District  and  the  County  Council  on  the  loth  March  1952, 

The  samples  taken  during  1954  had  given  rise  for  some  concern. 

The  Coxmcil  were  advised  of  the  advisability  of  taking  over  this 
supply  and  as  a preliminary  step  towards  its  acquisition  the  owner  was 
requested  to  state  the  terms  upon  which  he  was  prepared  to  transfer  his 
water  under  talcing  to  the  Council,

Eryholmo « Nc  further  progress  has  been  nade  regs-xaing  the  provision  of  a 
main  suppjy  tc  this  vlJ..lagec  It  is  orpected  that  further  inf  rotation  will 
be  avai.'ix.buo  from  officials  of  i'Jcrthallerton  R.  D,  C,  regarding  proposals 
in  their  district  which  night  bring  the  main  to  the  boundary  of  tliis  parish 
when  costs  will  be  got  out  and  brought  before  the  Council  for  consideration. 

It  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  village  can  be  economically  supplied 
with  water  and  in  view  of  this  I understand  the  Estate  Comp  any  may  provide 
one  or  more  bore  holes  on  their  farms  for  their  oxm  supply  and  when  this  is 
done  arrangements  nay  be  ma.de  for  water  to  be  piped  to  the  village. 

Croft  and  Halnaby  Area.  The  Council  gave  consideration  to  tho  extension 
o f the  water  main  in  the  Halnaby  area  but  finally  decided  tha.t  the  farms 
could  best  obtain  a water  supply  by  laying  a joint  comrminication  pipe  from 
tho  existing  main. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  village  of  Barton  and  Stapleton  have  each 
combined  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  systems.  At  Cleasby,  Eryholroe,  Jfenfield 
and  Dalton  there  are  combined  sewers  which  discharge  without  proper  treatment 
to  ditches.  In  the  remaining  parishes  of  Newton  Morrell,  Cliffej  Girsbjr  and 
Over  Dinsdale,  no  public  sewer  is  available,  although  there  are  only  a few 
scattered  dwelling  houfies  in  these  parishes.  In  all  the  perishes  many  houses 
have  their  own  cesspoo  Is,  some  with  filters,  about  which  no  cempl:.ints  are 
received.  The  Council  periodically  flush  and  clean  severs  nne  tan.hs  at 
Barton  and  Stapleton  and  the  combined  sewers  at  Manfiela,  Grofb  ana  Pajton. 

The  temporar^r  housing  sites  at  Croft  and  Deilton  (disused  R.  .'i,  7.  hi:t- 
ments}  are  p‘”-oper].y  drained,  ¥.  Cs.  being  provided  to  al].  hutment.?  rnnd  twc. 
modern  Sewa,ge  Disposal  Works  are  maintained  by  a special  staff  .appointed  by 
the  Coujicil  (As  Agents  for  the  Fiinistry  of  Health). 

The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools  in  the  area. 

Propo^ecl  Scheme . 

Croft.  This  schomo  was  completed  during  the  year  and  the  works  put  into 
operation  on  tho  15th  October. 

There  were  7 3 properties  connected  to  tho  new  eewer  at  the  end  of 
tho  year,  the  remaining  14  although  on  the  sewer  line  are  served  by  cesspools, 
from  which  up  to  the  present  there  has  been  no  complaints  received. 

Barton.  I understand  that  the  Consultant  made  considerable  progress  in  the 
preparation  of  a scheme  providing  for  the  renewal  of  various  sewers  and  a new 
sewage  works.  His  report  is  expected  to  be  available  early  next  year  for 
consideration  by  the  Council. 

Manfield.  The  Consultant’s  report  has  not  yet  been  received  in  connection 
with  this  scheme  but  it  nay  be  available  neirb  year. 

Cleasby.  Dalton  and  Stapleton.  Preliminary  reports  on  the  cost  of  schemes 
for  these  parishes  have  been  accepted  by  the  Comicil  and  in  due  course  it  is 
expected  that  the  Consultant  will  be  advised  to  get  out  details  of  the  schemes. 

Closet  Accommodation.  During  the  year  5 ash  closets  and  privies  were  con- 
verted into  W.  Cs.  as  compared  with  7 in  1953 » The  Council  do  not  pay  a grant 
towards  the  cost  of  W.  C.  conversions. 

In  1953  the  Council  considered  a report  from  their  Sanitary  Ins- 
pector regarding  a suggestion  that  grants  bo  made  towards  closet  conversions. 
The  Council  decided  not  to  make  contributions  under  Section  47  (4)  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1 936. 
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Scavenr-'inf:,  Public  scavenging  is  coxried  out  in  the  parishes  of  Croft, 
B arton,  Newton  Ibrrell,  Cleasby,  Cliff e,  Manfield,  Dalton,  Eryholme  and 
Stapleton  by  contract  every  two  weeks.  The  total  cost  being  £758  per 
annui'ii. 


During  the  year  it  was  suggested  that  public  scavenging  should 
be  extended  to  cover  the  parishi  of  Over  Dinsdale  and  this  was  agreed  to 
for  a trial  period.  Consideration  was  also  given  to  the  scavenging  of  the 
whole  district  and  estimates  were  obtained  but  the  Council  decided  that  the 
cost  vjas  prohibitive  and  in  view  of  this  and  rising  costs  declined  to 
further  extend  the  scavenging  service. 

The  temporary  housing  sites  in  the  parishes  of  Croft  and 
Dalton  are  scavenged  once  a week  by  the  same  Contractor  at  an  inclusive 
cost  of  l/2d  per  bin  (bins  supplied).

Temp  or ary  Houses.  The  Council,  as  agents  for  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
have  under  their  control  five  dis-used  R.  A.  F.  hutted  sites.  The  hutments 
as  nentioned  in  previous  reports  were  adapted  for  temporary  housing  purposes 
on  the  sites,  each  family  having  a self-contained  unit  of  housing,  eomprising 
from  one  to  three  bedrooms  and  living  room  complete  with  cooking  stove  and 
piped  water  supply  over  sinlc.  There  is  also  a laundry  house  and  sanitary 
accomraodation.  The  sites  contains  Ay"  brick  built  hutments  with  asbestos 
roof,  and  felted  plasterboard  huts  with  corrugated  galvanised  iron  roofs,  all 
of  which  ore  properly  drained  and  sewered.

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Housing  Act,  1 936.  Action  was  taken  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1 936  in  connection  vdth  the  dwelling  known  as  Orchard 
Cottage,  Manfield.  The  tenant  of  this  cottage  was  re-housed  in  one 
of  our  existing  Council  houses.  The  Council  accepted  an  undertaking 
froEi  the  owner  that  the  house  should  not  be  used  for  human  habitation. 
No  action  was  taken  under  Section  9 or  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936 
and  no  houses  were  demolished  as  a result  of  demolition  orders  made  in 
previous  years. 

Moveable  Dwellings,  Three  applications  were  received  and  granted, 
tvro  for  renewal  of  licences  and  one  new  application  to  use  land  and 
sta,tion  a caravan.

OF  FOOD.  There  are  eleven  general 
dv^alej’S  and  confectioners  in  the  area,  only  one  butcher's  shop  and 
one  fish- shop. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
Council's  Byelaws  although  twelve  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises. 

The  food  premises  consist  of  small  shops  most  of  which  are  run  b^;-  house- 
wives with  their  livi  ng  quarters  behind.  The  shop-keepers  are  becoming 
more  conscious  of  the  necessity  of  taking  every  care  in  the  handling  of 
food  although  this  is  rather  difficult  in  the  limited  space  provided. 

There  are  seven  public  houses  including  hotels,  and  a few  of  the 
larger  having  catering  facilities.  In  the  latter  instances  most  of  the 
premises  have  been  modernised.  The  only  other  catering  establishments 
are  a nursery  school  run  by  the  Sunderland  County  Borough  and  a tea  garden, 
where  teas  are  served. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  in  connection  with  any  of  these 
promises  although  we  are  aware  that  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  two  of 
the  smallcd  public  houses  could  be  improved.  In  these  cases,  the  owners 
have  been  advised  and  i t is  expected  that  work  will  be  completed  early  in 
1955  in  o ne  of  them.
